Whenever a structure is erected, con- 
verted or structurally altered for multiple- 
dwelling purposes in any ‘“E-1” drive-in 
shop district there shall be provided acces- 
sible parking space on the lot, either ga- 
rage or surfaced area, adequate to accom- 
modate one car for each dwelling unit pro- 
vided in the structure.

(15) Public garage, except where such 
garage is purely incidental to an

On an overall basis, revenues are adequate to cover budget estimates and expenditures are 
within budget appropriations as of December 31, 1959, however, if payments are not received 
from the State of Michigan to cover the intangible tax and liquor licenses before the end of 
the fiscal year it may become necessary to make some adjustments in the current budget.

In our desire to express our appreciation 
for the communication and petition from 
certain citizens of the northeastern part 
of the City, as presented to your honorable 
body on December 14, 1959, relative to Ban- 
croft Park, we beg permission to make 
the following report on some significant 
improvement and maintenance activities 
that have been performed at the park dur- 
ing the last four years. It is also our de- 
sire to comment on the warming house 
building and other contemplated improve- 
ments at this location. 


1. Pienic area re-graded and tiled to pro- 
vide quick run-off of surface water, slope 
from picnic area §.W. to ball diamond 
area re-graded and sodded, picnic area 
extended to east side of drive with 
addition of new tables and stoves, a 
new drinking fountain was _ installed, 
picnic area extended to the north with 
new tables and stoves, and the park 
drive thru the picnic area was com- 
pletely blacktopped to eliminate dust 
nuisance. new piece of play equip- 
ment, a Merry-go-round, has been added, 


2. For many years up until 1957 the park 
drives were used as a public highway 
by hundreds of residents of the town- 
ship area lying N.E. of the park. To 
put a stop to this unwarranted traffic 
with its extremely hard wear on the 
roads and increased dust nuisance, we 
closed the north entrance road com- 
pletely by grading, sodding and fencing 
the area. 


3. On the west side of the park at the foot 
of Oak Street a new pedestrian entrance 
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with winding concrete walk, graded and 
landscaped lawn was installed. 


4. Nearby this new entrance a mosquito 
breeding pond was filled, graded and 
seeded. 


5. Road drainage on the west drive was 
accomplished by tiling and by installing 
four catch basins. 


6. In December of 1959 the skating rink 
parking lot was enlarged, and the over- 
head floodlight system was completely 
replaced with new poles and wiring. 


7. During the years the warming house has 
been maintained by new roofs, new ceil- 
ing, wall and floor repairs. This was 
done to keep the building in good repair, 
clean and comfortable at all times. How- 
ever, the building is very old, and is 
expensive to maintain. 


8. Thru the years this park has had close, 
and practically perfect watchman super- 
vision. It is the only park in the city 
that has a year round officer on the job 
every day of the year. 


In addition to the above comments we 
wish to mention certain contemplated im- 
provements that for some time have been 
on our list. This year about twelve trees 
will be removed to allow extension of park- 
ing facilities east of the picnic area, largely 
to accommodate users of the nearby coast- 
ing hills on Groesbeck golf course, and in 
June new stoves and tables will be added 
along the drive running north of said area. 
Next summer the skating rink area will be 
re-graded and seeded. A new and modern 
warming house is on the Six Year Capital 
Development Plan for 1961. This item has 
been approved by both Planning and Park 
Boards, but its construction will be con- 
tingent upon funds available under the Six 
Year Plans. 


All in all we feel that Bancroft Park by 
its important location and heavy use has 
merited and received the best possible care 
through the years. It is our sincere desire 
and hope to continue this care through the 
years ahead.

Gentlemen: 


The Planning Board herewith submits its 
recommended Capital Improvements Pro- 
gram for the years 1960-1966 as required 
under Section 7.20 of the City Charter. 


The report includes departmental esti- 
mates, on a priority basis, of the Capital 
City Airport, Fire Department, Park De- 
partment, and Public Service Department. 
No Capital Improvements, as such, are 
anticipated by the Civic Center Board, the 
Police Department under the Police and 
Fire Board, or the Traffic Board. The Board 
of Education and Board of Water and Light 
do not clearly see a need for a bond issue 
to carry out their programs in the next six 
years. 


The areas annexed to the City in the last 
few years are developing very rapidly and 
will continue to do so. In order to ade- 
quately serve the expanding population and 
permit our expansion to continue, the im- 
provements shown in the report are highly 
important. Therefore, no attempt has been 
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made to reconcile the total of necessary 
expenditures with total income, so that the 
total need may be better evaluated by the 
City Council. Due to the total amount 
of needed expenditures exceeding the esti- 
mated revenue last year, causing delay of 
improvements costing in excess of $800,000, 
projects in this amount have again been 
included in the six year program. 


Total revenue is based on an increase of 
approximately 1% in assessed valuation for 
the year 1960-1961, 5% for the year 1961- 
1962, and 2% per year thereafter. The low 
estimate of increase in assessed valuation 
for 1960-61 is due to low inventories caused 
by the steel strike. A normal situation 
should reflect itself in the estimated in- 
crease in assessed valuaiton for 1961-62. 
Non-property tax revenue is estimated for 
1960-61 in the same amount as is esti- 
mated for 1959-60 with a slight increase 
for succeeding years. The present tax rate 
was used. 


Estimated operating budget is based on a 
5% increase per year. Debt service figures 
are exact amounts. 


Expenditures for the Capital City Airport 
are based on the Lansing area share in a 
matching fund program with state and fed- 
eral government. If other governmental] 
units in the Lansing area participate in the 
Lansing area share, the figure as shown in 
the Six Year Program would be somewhat 
lower. No consideration has been given in 
this program to the possibility of any major 
future annexations. 


According to estimated revenue and nec- 
essary capital improvements other means of 
financing must be found if we are not to 
further delay necessary improvements. To- 
tal budget figures for each of the next six 
years exceed the estimated revenue. It 
is recommended that serious consideration 
be given to the submission of a bond issue 
to the voters so that these necessary and 
important improvements may be carried 
out. Such a bond issue should include the 
necessary monies for sewage disposal plant 
extension and extension of the sewer system. 


It is further recommended that additional 
sources of revenue be provided since an 
average deficit of 1.95 million dollars per 
year is projected for the next six fiscal 
years,

ORDINANCE NO. 3 


AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF 
LANSING, MICHIGAN, PROVIDING 
THAT THE CODE OF ORDINANCES, 
CITY OF LANSING, MICHIGAN, BE 
AMENDED BY REVISING SECTIONS 
‘27-1 and 27-22 providing that: 


Sec. 27-1. Definitions. 


As used in this chapter the following 
terms shall have the meanings ascribed to 
them, respectively: 


(1) Sanitary sewage shall mean the li- 
quid or water-carried waste discharged 
from the sanitary conveniences of dwell- 
ings (including apartment houses and ho- 
tels), office buildings, factories or institu- 
tions. 


(2) Storm water shall mean that part of 
the rainfall or melted snow which reaches 
the sewers as runoff from natural land 
surface building roofs or pavements, or as 
ground water infiltration or uncontami- 
nated industrial wastes. 


(3) Industrial wastes shall mean liquid 
waste, solids or semi-solids from industrial 
process as distinct from sanitary sewage. 


(4) Uncontaminated industrial wastes 
shall mean waste water which has not come 
into contact with any substances used in 
or incidental to industrial processing oper- 
ations. 


(5) Sewage shall mean any combination 
of sanitary sewage, storm water, industrial 
wastes and uncontaminated industrial 
wastes, or any of them. 


(6) Sewerage works shall mean all fa- 
cilities for collecting, pumping, treating 
and disposing of sewage. 


(7) Sewage treatment plant shall mean 
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any arrangement of devices and structures 
used for treating sewage. 


(8) Private sewage disposal system shall 
mean any septic tank, cesspool or other 
facilities intended or used for the disposal 


of sanitary sewage. 


(9) Sewer shall mean any pipe, tile, tube 
or conduit for carrying sewage. 


(10) Sanitary sewers shall mean a sewer 
which carries sanitary sewage and indus- 
trial waste or either of them and to which 
storm water is not intentionally admitted. 


(11) Storm sewer or storm drain shall 
mean a sewer which carries storm water 
and uncontaminated industrial wastes, or 
either of them. 


(12) Combined sewer shall mean a sewer 
receiving sewage. 


(13) Public sewer shall mean a sewer in 
which all owners of abutting property have 
equal rights and which is controlled by 
public authority. 


(14) Building drain shall mean that part 
of the lowest horizontal] piping of a drain- 
age system which received the discharge 
from soil, waste and other drain pipes in- 
side the walls of the building and conveys 
it to the building sewer. 


(15) Building sewer shall mean the 
sewer that connects the building drain to 
the public sewer or other place of disposal 
and conveys the sewage of but one build- 
ing. 


(16) Natural outlet shall mean any water 
course, pond, ditch, lake or any other body 
of water, either surface or ground. 


(17) Water course shall mean an open 
channel, either natural or artificial, in 
which a flow of water occurs, either con- 
tinuously or intermittently. 


(18) Garbage shall mean sgolid wastes 
from the preparation, cooking, and dispens- 
ing of food, and from the handling, stor- 
age, processing and sale of produce. 


(19) Properly shredded garbage _ shall 
mean garbage that has been cut or shred- 
ded to such a degree that all particles will 
be carried freely under flow conditions 
normally prevailing in public sewers, with 
no particle greater than one-half of an 
inch in any dimension. 


(20) B.O.D. (denoting biochemical oxy- 
gen demand) shall mean the quantity of 
oxygen utilized in the biochemical oxida- 
tion of organic matter under standard lab- 
oratory procedure in five days at twenty 
degrees centigrade, expressed in parts by 
million by weight. 


(21) pH shall mean the logarithm of 
the reciprocal of the weight of hydrogen- 
ions in grams per liter of solution. 


(22) Suspended solids shall mean the 
solids that either float on the surface of, or 
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are suspended in water, sewage or other 
liquids, and which are removable by lab- 
oratory filtering. 


(23) S.W.R.C. shall mean the state water 
resources commission. 


(24) Plumbing board shall mean the ap- 
pointed board of plumbing of the city. 


(25) Health department shall mean the 
official department of health of Ingham 
County. 


_ (26) Shall is mandatory. May is permis- 
sive. 


Sec. 27-22. Approval of discharge of cer- 
tain wastes, methods of treatment. 


The admission into the public sewers of 
any waters or wastes having (a) a five day 
B.O.D. greater than three hundred parts 
per million by weight, or (b) containing 
more than three hundred and fifty parts 
per million by weight of suspended solids, 
or (c) containing more than one thousand 
parts per million by weight of total solids, 
or (d) having a chlorine demand of more 
than fifteen parts per million by weight, 
or (e) containing any quantity or sub- 
stance having a characteristic described in 
section 27-19, or (f) having a daily aver- 
age flow greater than two per cent of the 
average daily sewage flow of the city, shall 
be subject to the review and approval of 
the director of public service of the city. 
Where necessary in the opinion of the di- 
rector of public service, the owner shall 
provide, at his expense such preliminary 
treatment as may be necessary to (a) re- 
duce the B.O.D. to three hundred parts per 
million, the suspended solids to three hun- 
dred and fifty parts per million, total solids 
to one thousand parts per million and the 
chlorine demands to fifteen parts per mil- 
lion by weight, or (b) reduce objectionable 
characteristics or constituents to within the 
maximum limits provided for in section 
27-19, or (c) control the quantities and 
rates of discharge of such waters or wastes. 
Plans, specifications and any other perti- 
nent information relating to proposed pre- 
liminary treatment facilities shall be sub- 
mitted for approval of the director of pub- 
lic service and no construction of such 
facilities shall be commenced until such 
approvals are obtained in writing. 


The City. of Lansing Ordains: 


Sec. 1. That section 27-1 and 27-22 of 
the Code of Ordinances of the City of Lan- 
sing, Michigan, be amended so that such 
sections shall read as follows: 


Sec. 27-1. Definitions 


As used in this chapter the following 
terms shall have the meanings ascribed to 
them, respectively: 


(1) Sanitary sewage shall mean the li- 
quid or water-carried waste discharged 
from the sanitary conveniences of dwell- 
ings (including apartment houses and ho- 
tels), office buildings, factories or institu- 
tions. 
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(2) Storm water shall mean that part of 
the rainfall or melted snow which reaches 
the sewers as runoff from natural land 
surface, building roofs or pavements, or 
as ground water infiltration or uncontami- 
nated industrial wastes.

(8) Private sewage disposal system shall 
mean any septic tank, cesspool or other fa- 
cilities intended or used for the disposal 
of sanitary sewage. 


(9) Sewer shall mean any pipe, tile, tube 
or conduit for carrying sewage. 


(10) Sanitary sewer shall mean a sewer 
which carries sanitary sewage and indus- 
trial waste or either of them and to which 
storm water is not intentionally admitted. 


(11) Storm sewer or storm drain shall 
mean a sewer which carries storm water 
and uncontaminated industrial wastes, or 
either of them.

age, processing and sale of produce. 


(19) Properly shredded garbage shall 
mean gatbage that has been cut or shred- 
ded to such a degree that all particles will 
be carried freely under flow conditions nor- 
mally prevailing in public sewers, with no 
particle greater than one-half of an inch 
in any dimension. 


(20) B.O.D. (denoting biochemical oxy- 
gen demand) shall mean the quantity of 
oxygen utilized in the biochemical oxida- 
tion of organic matter under standard lab- 
oratory procedure in five days at twenty 
degrees centigrade, expressed in parts by 
million by weight. 


(21) pH shall mean the logarithm of the 
reciprocal of the weight of hydrogen-ions 
in grams per liter of solution. 


(22) Suspended solids shall mean _ the 
solids that either float on the surface of, 
or are suspended in water, sewage or other 
liquids, and which are removable by labor- 
atory filtering. 


(a) PRECIPITABLE SOLIDS ARE 
THOSE SOLIDS PRECIPITATED OUT 
OF SOLUTION WHEN THE pH OF THIS 
INDUSTRIAL WASTES OR SEWAGE IS 
ADJUSTED TO 7.0 AT A TEMPERA- 
TURE OF 20 deg. C. 


(23) S.W.R.C. shall mean the state water 
resources commission. 


(24) Plumbing board shall mean the ap- 
pointed board of plumbing of the city. 


(26) Health department shall mean the 
official department of health of Ingham 
County. 


(26) Shall is mandatory. May is permis- 
sive. 


Sec. 27-22. Approval of discharge of 
certain wastes, methods of treatment. 


The admission into the public sewers of 
any waters or wastes having (a) a five 
day B.O.D. greater than three hundred 
parts per million by weight, or (b) contain- 
ing more than three hundred and fifty 
parts per million by weight of suspended 
solids, or (c) containing more than one 
thousand parts per million by weight of 
PRECIPITABLE solids, or (d) having a 
chlorine demand of more than fifteen parts 
per million by weight, or (e) containing 
any quantity or substance having a char- 
acteristic described in section 27-19, or (f) 
having a daily average flow greater than 
two per cent of the average daily sewage 
flow of the city, shall be subject to the 
review and approval of the director of pub- 
lic service of the city. Where necessary in 
the opinion of the director of public service, 
the owner shall provide, at his expense, 
such preliminary treatment as may be nec- 
essary to (a) reduce the B.O.D. to three 
hundred parts per million, the suspended 
solids to three hundred and fifty parts per 
million, PRECIPITABLE solids to one 
thousand parts per million and the chlo- 
rine demands to fifteen parts per million 
by weight, or (b) reduce objectionable 
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characteristics or constituents to within 
the maximum limits provided for in section 
27-19, or (c) control the quantities and 
rates of discharge of such waters or wastes. 
Plans, specifications and any other perti- 
nent information relating to proposed pre- 
liminary treatment facilities shall be sub- 
mitted for approval of the director of pub- 
lie service and no construction of such fa- 
cilities shall be commenced until such ap- 
provals are obtained in writing.

Honorable Members: 


The superintendent of the Michigan 
School for the Blind, on September 29, 1959, 
sent a letter to the undersigned regarding 
need for additional signs and a marked 
crosswalk crossing Willow at Christopher. 
These items we have taken care of. 


He also pointed out that students are 
permitted to and do go to the stores on the 
corner of Willow and Knollwood, which 
necessitates crossing Willow. 


On November 12, 1959, after a survey 
of this crossing was completed, Lt. Herbert 
McCourt sent the following communication 
to the Chief, who in turn sent it to City 
Council, which referred it to the tranffic 
engineer : 


“On Tuesday, November 10th, Lt. Mc- 
Court contacted the Michigan School 
for the Blind regarding their request 
for pedestrian protection at Willow and 
Christopher. 


“This is not a school crossing as students 
use this crossing after school hours, 
Saturdays and Sundays to go to the 
neighborhood grocery store, barber shop 
or restaurant. 


“Crossing lines have been painted on the 
streets, but there are no hard surface 
approaches to the lined’ crossing. The 
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grass area between curb and sidewalk 
make it difficult for blind students to 
locate the designated crossing. 


“This is the only available crossing loca- 
tion in the area as Willow St. curves 
sharply one block to the west. 


“Since I was unable to contact the school 
superintendent, I reviewed the area and 
talked to Mr. Charles Wier, Dean of 
Students, regarding this problem. I be- 
lieve should be examined for some pos- 
sible engineering help. 


“Mr. Wier agrees with me that a cross- 
ing guard would be of no help in this 
problem.” 


The school superintendent mentioned that 
some states encourage installation of traffic 
signals for such crossings. However, the 
Traffic Board is definitely against the in- 
stallation of a signal for such crossings as 
it is of the opinion that it would not afford 
the protection that is so often erroneously 
associated with this type of control. There 
is one sure method of protection which it 
is doubted the City would be justified in 
expending the money for. 


Havings exhausted the means available 
through traffic engineering, we pass this 
along to you for new ideas.

Although the matter of left turns from 
the above one-way streets into Washington 
Avenue was not referred specifically to 
the Traffic Board, the Board is of the 
opinion that it is a matter for its consid- 
eration. 


The Board is constantly trying to make 
the movement of traffic safer and in so 
doing it is usually necessary to cause some 
inconvenience. However, the benefits to 
the majority should outweigh the incon- 
venience to the few. 


A complete elimination of the conflicts 
between the pedestrians and the vehicle is 
desirable. With pedestrian contro] such as 
we have, this could be accomplished by pro- 
hibiting right turns, but being realistic, it 
has not been proposed for obvious reasons. 
The position and method of making and 
completing the right turn offers a minimum 
of conflict with the pedestrian or other 
vehicles. When left turns are involved a 
different situation and condition exists. 


A vehicle desiring to make a left turn 
and unable to do so because of pedestrians 
crossing, must wait in the intersection. 
Vehicles following and desiring to turn left 
would also have to wait in the intersection. 
The law specifies that any vehicle in an 
intersection may complete the turn and all 
vehicles approaching the intersection on 
the cross street shall yield the right-of- 
way to the vehicle making the left turn. 
This would permit two or three vehicles 
to complete their left turns on the red or 
Washington Avenue green. This of course, 
would create a very hazardous condition. 


The Board does not recommend even a 
trial of this, due to the hazards involved.

The Traffic Board on April 17, 1959, recommended that a pedestrian overpass be installed 
at Kendon Drive and Pennsylvania. It was then and still is the opinion of the Board that 
a pedestrian overpass is the only way to provide full time protection to pedestrians who have 
to cross Pennsylvania Avenue. The success of the installation at Pennsylvania and Maple 


Hill substantiates this opinion. 
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ACCIDENT RATE 


The accident rate in the area between the overpass over the NYCRR and Jolly Road, is 
fortunately, low. *All accidents—intersection and in-block—total 64 for five years. 
Breakdown by years is shown below:

Between Cavanaugh and Jolly no intersection accidents and 5 in-block accidents in 5-year 
period.

This is the major intersection in the area under study. Accident rate here has been low. 
Cavanaugh is a stop street at Pennsylvania. For the five year period our records show:

Sight distance is excellent. Vehicles on Cavanaugh cross two lanes on Pennsylvania. Right 
turns from Cavanaugh onto Pennsylvania are usually not blocked by waiting thru or left 
turning vehicles on Cavanaugh. Only illumination at night comes from street lights on 


Cavanaugh west of Pennsylvania and two gas stations on NE and SW corners. 


A manual traffic count made Tuesday, March ne 1959, showed the following for the 8-hour 
period from 7-9 A.M., 11 A.M.-2 P.M., and 3-6 P M.

SPEED LIMIT ON PENNSYLVANIA 


The speed limit is 45 MPH between Jolly Rd. and Alden Dr., and 35 MPH between Alden 
Dr. and Lincoln—north end of the overpass. 


As we have no device for checking speed we have no way of recording actual speeds. We 
hope to get a speed checking device so we can make reports on speed. It would appear from the 
low accident rate that present speed limits are reasonable. 

SUMMARY 
A review of the traffic operations on S. Pennsylvania leads to the following conclusions: 


1. That under present conditions traffic appears to be operating as safely and efficiently 
as conditions permit. 


2. That to afford full praterson to pedestrians a pecientn teat overpass should be erected at 
Kendon Drive. 
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38. That consideration should be given to widening Pennsylvania to five lanes with the 
center lane for left turns, from the south end of the overpass over the NYCRR to 
Jolly Rd., before the Interstate by-pass is completed.

That the City Council of the City of 
Lansing recognizes the growing need of a 
medical plan for the benefit of the aged. A 
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program which would make medical serv- 
ices available to those not financially able 
to provide the same from their own private 
resources may be the solution if a complete 
study of the problem is made and such a 
plan is actuarially sound. We recommend 
that a copy of this report be sent to our 
United States senators and representative.

I am submitting herewith my resigna- 
tion from the Lansing Civic Center Board, 
effective April 1, 1960. 


I consider that my experience, as a char- 
ter member of this Board, in assisting with 
the vast number of administrative problems 
resulting from the inception of this multi- 
million dollar plant in Lansing, to be very 
gratifying. Every member who has served 
on this Board with me has been very sin- 
cere, conscientious, and cooperative. They 
have constantly kept uppermost in their 
minds the good of all of Lansing and not 
political expedience in rendering their pol- 
icy decisions. 


Our work has been very challenging and 
in leaving, my chief regret is that the aim 
of the Board, which is to continually build 
the auditorium in importance socially, cul- 
turally, educationally and financially for 
the betterment of the city of Lansing, 
should be so constantly subverted by some 
members of the City Council for their own 
political interests. These councilmen, al- 
though inexperienced in Auditorium Man- 
agement and failing to recognize fully our 
problems, often refuse to heed the recom- 
mendations of our Board on matters of pol- 
icy and force decisions which tend to im- 
pair the efficient operation of the building. 


These remarks may seem to be preju- 
diced, but let me assure you that I am sin- 
cere in making these statements. Only 
through 100% cooperation on the part of 
everyone can the auditorium reach its max- 
imum efficiency. If cooperation is not at- 
tained on the part of both the Board and 
the Council, then severance of control of 
the Board by the Council, similar to the 
present operation of the Board of Water 
and Electric Light, should follow. 


The people of the city of Lansing have 
a beautiful auditorium and one that de- 
serves the complete support of all branches 
of our community. If business, industry, 
education and city management will pool 
their resources and cooperate in its ad- 
ministration, our auditorium will assume 
the prominence in our community it so 
justly deserves. 


I have enjoyed very much my experience 
with the Board and wish you and the City 
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of Lansing continued success with the 
Civic Center.

We recommend that the Mayor’s General City Budget be increased in the amount of 
$11,088.00 making a total General City budget in the amount of $9,235,074.80 which is shown 
in detail on the attached copy. This increase is covered on the revenue side from the 
property tax levy of $18.50 per thousand on an assessd valuation of $283,558,385.00 amounting 
to $5,241,021.24, an increase of $11,088.00 over the Mayor’s budget figure of $5,229,933.24. 
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We recommend that the Mayor’s Sewage Disposal-Landel budget be increased in the amount 
of $275.00 with the increase on the revenue side of the budget coming from Contingency 
and Replacement Reserve. The total is increased from $785,436.18 to $785,711.18. 


We concur in the Mayor’s recommended budget for the Municipal Parking System in the 
amount of $255,000.00 with the exception of two items which do not effect the total. The 


appropriation for Lease-purchase commitments was decreased from $149,696.98 to $140,017.65 
and Off-street Parking Reserve was increased from $9,478.77 to $19,158.10. 


This represents a balanced budget based upon maintaining our present $18.50 tax rate 
which has remained approximately the same for the past ten years.

There shall be a front 
yard line of not less than twenty feet 
to the front line of the building and not 
less than twelve feet to the front line 
of an open porch or paved terrace; pro- 
vided, however, where lots comprising 
forty per cent or more of the frontage, 
between intersecting streets, are de- 
veloped with buildings having an aver- 
age front yard with a variation in 
depth of not more than six feet, no 
building hereafter erected or struc- 
turally altered shall project beyond the 
average front yard line so established ; 
provided, further, this regulation shall 
not be so interpreted as to require a 
front yard of more than fifty feet. 


Where a lot is located at the inter- 
section of two or more streets, there 
shall be a front yard on each street 
side of a corner lot except that the 
buildable width of such lot shall not 
be reduced to less than twenty-five 
feet. No accessory building shall pro- 
ject beyond the front yard line on 
either street.’’

If in his judgment inac- 
curacies may be corrected, he may condemn 
such measure and order such eorrection to 
be made within ten days and, in default 
thereof, he may seize and destroy the same, 
after one year. 


No person, except a weights and meas- 
ures official, shall remove tag or seal from 
article specified, or fail to remove from the 
premises specified any weight, measure, or 
commodity contrary to the terms of a stop- 
use order, stop-removal order, or removal 
order issued under the authority of this 
section. 


Sec. 35-44. Testing and _ Inspecting 
Pumps, Certificate; Sale Through Inaccu- 
rate Device. 


It shall be the duty of every person in 
charge of a pump, used for the purpose of 
measuring gasoline, or other type of motor 
fuel for sale, to make sure that all lines 
are filled and all air removed from pumps 
and lines each day before any sale is made. 
In a wet-hose, pressure-type device, and 
effective anti-drain valve shall be incorpor- 
ated in the discharge valve or shall be in- 
stalled immediately adjacent thereto. 


It shall be the duty of the sealer of 
weights and measures to inspect each motor 
fuel dispensing unit located in the city and 
test the accuracy thereof as to measuring 
and in the event the same is found to be 
accurate he shall place in public view a 
seal of approval and issue to the manager 
a certificate of his inspection. No person 
shall sell or offer for sale any motor fuel, 
and deliver the same through any motor 
fuel dispensing unit which it is not accu- 
rate as to measuring or has not been 
checked and sealed by the weights and 
measures department.

Application for such license shall 
be filed with the city clerk upon a form to 
be prescribed by the sealer of weights and 
measures and there shall accompany each 
application the fee therefor. The fee for 
the license issued for any vehicle tank 
having gallonage of not to exceed eleven 
hundred gallons shall be five dollars and 
for each vehicle tank having a gallonage in 
excess of eleven hundred gallons shall be 
ten dollars. No such license shall be issued 
until the application therefor has been 
approved by the sealer of weights and 
measures, 


The applicant shall cause such vehicle 
tank to be produced at such place as may 
be designated by the sealer of weights and 
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measures and adequate opportunity afforded 
him for testing the same in the manner 
herein provided prior to the issuance of 
such license and at such other times as 
he may indicate. In the event that such 
vehicle tank is in any way damaged or 
involved in any accident, the same shall not 
be used for further measuring or delivering 
of motor fuel or fuel oil until same has 
again been inspected and approved by the 
sealer of weights and measures. In the 
event that any vehicle tank for which a 
license is issued hereunder and remains 
unexpired and unrevoked cannot be oper- 
ated for any reason, the sealer of weights 
and measures may issue without fee there- 
for a permit authorizing the use and opera- 
tion of another vehicle tank which com- 
plies with the qualifications and require- 
ments of this article for a period not to 
exceed ten days. 


Every license so issued shall automatical- 
ly expire on the thirtieth day of April next 
following. Any such license may be re- 
voked by the city council for violation of 
any provision of this chapter by the owner 
of such vehicle tank or by his employees 
following a hearing at which the person 
to whom such license was issued shall have 
a reasonable opportunity to be heard and 
of which notice shall be given by the city 
clerk. In case of revocation of any such 
license the same shall not be renewed or 
any license issued upon such vehicle tank 
without the consent of the city council. 


The license issued shall be carried in the 
vehicle at all times while it remains in 
force and shall be displayed to any person 
for examination upon request. At the time 
of issuing such license the city clerk shall 
also issue to the holder thereof a suitable 
plate in form as prescribed by the sealer 
of weights and measures for fastening upon 
such vehicle tank which shall be displayed 
thereon adjacent to vehicle license piate 
in rear during the time such license re- 
mains unexpired and unrevoked. No such 
plate shall be affixed to or displayed upon 
a vehicle tank, the owner of which is not 
then the holder of an unexpired and unre- 
voked license covering such tank. In the 
event of the violation of this provision both 
the owner and operator of such unlicensed 
vehicle tank shall be deemed guilty of a vi- 
olation of this article. 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. That Sec. 35-50 of the Code 
of Ordinances of the City of Lansing, 
Michigan, be amended so that such section 
shall read as follows: 


Sec. 35-50. Same—-Use for motor fuel, 
ee oil or DRY CLEANING FLUID 
icense. 


No vehicle tank shall be used for the 
purpose of delivery of either motor fuel, 
fuel oil or DRY CLEANING FLUID either 
to retailers or to consumers in the city un- 
less the owner thereof is the holder of an 
unexpired and unrevoked license or a tem- 
porary permit issued therefor in accord- 
ance with the terms of this article. Appli- 
cation for such license shall be filed with 
the city clerk upon a form to be prescribed 
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by the sealer of weights and measures and 
there shall accompany each application the 
fee therefor. The fee for the license issued 
for any vehicle shall be ten dollars. No 
such license shall be issued until the appli- 
cation therefor has been approved by the 
sealer of weights and measures. 


The applicant shall cause such vehicle 
tank to be produced at such place as may 
be designated by the sealer of weights 
and measures and adequate opportunity af- 
forded him for testing the same in the 
manner herein provided prior to the issu- 
ance of such license and at such other times 
as he may indicate. In the event that such 
vehicle tank is in any way damaged or 
involved in any accident, the same shall not 
be used for further measuring or deliver- 
ing of motor fuel, fuel oil or DRY CLEAN- 
ING FLUID until same has again been 
inspected, and approved by the sealer of 
weights and measures. In the event that any 
vehicle tank for which a license is issued 
hereunder and remains unexvired and un- 
revoked cannot be operated for any reason, 
the sealer of weights and measures may 
issue without fee therefor a permit author- 
izing the use and operation of another 
vehicle tank which complies with the qual- 
ifications and requirements of this article 
for a period not to exceed ten days. 


Every license so issued shall automatical- 
ly expire on the thirtieth day of April next 
following. Any such license may be re- 
voked by the city council for violation of 
any provision of this chapter by the owner 
of such vehicle tank or by his employees 
following a hearing at which the person to 
whom such license was issued shall have a 
reasonable opportunity to be heard and of 
which notice shall be given by the city 
clerk. In case of revocation of any such 
license the same shall not be renewed or 
any license issued upon such vehicle tank 
without the consent of the city council.

Subject: Traffic Conditions— 
Ionia and Walnut Streets. 


The intersection of Ionia and Walnut 
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has long presented a problem to the school 
safety section. At present we have a guard 
working this corner for the protection of 
St. Mary’s elementary children. Heavy traf- 
fic congestion at the time these children are 
crossing necessitates this. 


Cars on Ionia have to fight their way 
through Walnut traffic and therefore pedes- 
trian traffic across Ionia on the east side 
has to be specially alerted for these cars. 
The traffic guard waits until traffic is heavy 
on Walnut, then stops turning movements 
to allow children to cross. 


I have long felt that a traffic light at 
this corner would ease our problem.

‘Honorable Mayor and Members of 
The City Council, 


City of Lansing: 


We have considered the requests by peti- 
tion of the residents nearby Gier Park as 
referred to the Park Board on May 9, 1960. 


There are several heavily wooded acres 
in this park where quite dense underbrush 
is prevalent. This same condition exists in 
about 20 other park areas in the park sys- 
tem. The heavy underbrush condition in 
these areas creates special problems, par- 
ticularly in the way of cleanliness and 
policing. At the same time these areas are 
unusually attractive and useful for the 
furnishing of natural woodland beauty and 


are much used and appreciated by many | 


citizens. Thus it can be seen that these 
very woodland areas can be both a nui- 
sance and a blessing. Parents are worried 
about the possibility of molestation of chil- 
dren and at the same time we feel heavily 
oblgated to preserve and defend all natu- 
ral areas. 


With this background let us explain what 
for many years we have attempted to do 
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about the problem. First, we try to block 
off with fences, locked cables and rows of 
large boulders all possible ‘‘lover’s lane’’ 
secluded areas. Our park radio equipped 
police officers also inspect these areas 
nightly, but inadequately, of course, be- 
cause of the distribution of the areas and 
because of their other duties at athletic 
events and in the job of checking our 80 
buildings for vandals. As to the drinking 
problem, we think it is handled better in 
Lansing parks than in any city we know of. 


Second, each winter season, with low 
priced labor, we partially clear the under- 
brush from several areas. This is a con- 
tinual job carried on winter by winter. 
However, we cannot thin out the heavily 
wooded places sufficiently to entirely re- 
move the so-called personal hazards for 
people. 


Third, we usually pick up the material 
dumped on this type of park area once a 
year. 


Fourth, we are very cognizant of the 
boxelder bug problem that originates with 
female boxelder trees. As we routinely 
thin out underbrush we try to elminate 
these trees too, but find it very expensive 
and therefore partially prohibitive. There 
are exactly 50 female boxelders in Gier 
Park and 68 on private lots in the neigh- 
borhood surrounding the park. 


Fifth, mosquitoes, of course, hatch only 
in water and there is no standing water in 
Gier Park. Mosquito Control in Lansing 
is being attempted by the new Vector Con- 
trol Program. 


In conclusion—Gier Park is on our list 
for limited underbrushing next winter if 
labor is available.’’

Gentlemen : 


The Board of Public Service has been 
studying the referral by the City Council 
of the need of a sidewalk for pedestrians 
over the grade of the grade separation over 
the Michigan Central Railroad on Pennsyl- 
vania Avenue between Lincoln Avenue and 
Alden Drive. There are certain difficulties 
in this construction, however a curb can 
be constructed and a walk built adjacent 
to the curb on the west side of the grade. 
The cost of this sidewalk, curb and guard 
rails would necessarily be a city expense 
inasmuch as this is on a grade above the ad- 
jacent land. 


The walk could be constructed of black- 
top if necessary. If the above walk is con- 
structed, another section of walk across 
the park at the Holmes Drain together 
with a suitable bridge crossing will also 
have to be constructed at City expense. 
Then to coincide with the above construc- 
tion it will be necessary for walk to be 
constructed on the balance of Pennsylvania 
Avenue. 


There are certain small sections already 
constructed, but a majority will need to be 
ordered for the property owners to pay for 
construction.

Since the affirmative vote on August 2, 
1960, given the annexation question on the 
North School District, the Department of 
Public Service has had many inquiries 
regarding the installation of sanitary 
sewers to this district. 


At the time the Landel Sewer and Water 
System was formed, the entire Delhi Town- 
ship was a portion of the district. Sewers 
and water lines were designed for a por- 
tion of the Delhi Township. The North 
School District area which will become a 
part of the City of Lansing on October 1, 
1960, had plans for two interceptors de- 
signed and planned. They are the Weigman 
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Drain Interceptor and the extension of the 
Holmes Drain Interceptor. Each of these 
start at or near the present city limits and 
are planned to extend to Miller Road. 
Laterals which must be petitioned and paid 
for by the benefitted property, may be con- 
structed from the interceptors. 


The Board of Public Service has con- 
sidered the possible extension of this service 
into the area so that existing pollution of 
both the Holmes Drain and also the Weig- 
man Drain may be cleared up as laterals 
are constructed and the users of septic 
tanks cease their use. Estimates show 
that the estimated cost of these two jobs 
would be approximately $90,600.00.

On December 22, 1958, Charles Lucian 
was granted a transfer tavern license by 
the City of Lansing. This was tavern li- 
cense number 1483. This transfer was for 
the establishment titled ‘‘Charlie’s Bar’ 
located at 11382 N. Washington Avenue, 
City of Lansing. Charles Lucian is the sole 
owner of this establishment. 


It is important to point out, that Charles 
Lucian is so charged with Manslaughter, 
as he is alleged to have been a procurer in 
an abortion procedure, which ultimately 
resulted in the death of a female victim, 
here in the city of Lansing. Allegedly one 
of the abortive attempts in the procedure, 
took place in a bedroom upstairs over 
Charlie’s Bar, with Charles Lucian’s full 
knowledge. The Detective Bureau, Lansing 
Police Department, possess a statement 
taken from Charles Lucian, supporting the 
above stated facts. Also contained by the 
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Detective Bureau, is a statement taken 
from a declared material witness in the 
case, collaborating the above information 
regarding Charles Lucian. 


I wish to draw your attention to the 
State of Michigan Liquor Control Act, 
1960, compiled by the Michigan Liquor 
Control Commission, page 5, section 3, 
titled Improper Conduct. Under item (a) 
it reads: 


“No: licensee, his agent, or employee 
shall engage in any illegal occupation or 
illegal act on or beyond his licensed pre- 
mises.”’ 


I submit for your most serious consid- 
eration the brief of the case of Charles 
Lucian, prepared for me by the Detective 
Bureau, Lansing Police Department, and 
submitted by Captain Hildebrandt. I 
strongly recommend that the request by 
Captain Hildebrandt for an appeal by your 
Honorable Body to the Michigan Liquor 
Control Commission for a revocation of the 
license held by the subject, Charles Lucian, 
be given your most serious consideration 
and concurrence.

charter of said City, and the said City

Section 1. That the Code of Ordinances 
of the City of Lansing, Michigan, be 
amended by adding an article to be num- 
bered IIA to Chapter 16 and by adding 
sections to be numbered 16-17.1 through 
16-17.6 to read as follows: 


ARTICLE ITA 
GARBAGE DISPOSAL ON THE 
PREMISES 


Sec. 16-17.1. Definitions. The following 
words and phrases as defined in this article 
when used therein shall, for the purposes 
of this article, have the following meanings 
respectively ascribed to them: 


(1) Approved. Means that equipment, 
method or procedure which the Department 
of Public Service designates as acceptable, 
having been. by demonstration or test prov- 
en workable and safe for its intended pur- 
pose. Underwriters’ Laboratory, Inc. ap- 
proval is mandatory. 


(2) City. Means the City of Lansing, a 
municipal corporation. 


(83) Director of Public Service. Means 
the Director of the Public Service Depart- 
ment of the City of Lansing. 
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(4) Department. Means the Department 
of Public Service of the City of Lansing. 


(5) Erected. For the purpose of this 
Code, ‘erected’? shall mean not only new 
buildings but also any addition to a struc- 
ture, or any conversion of use or occupancy 
of a structure which results either in new 
or increased production of food wastes, in- 
cluding the remodeling of kitchens in one 
or two family dwellings or the replacement 
of residential kitchen sinks. 


(6) Food Wastes. Means vegetable or 
animal matter or any combination thereof 
produced or developed as the. result of 
preparation, processing, marketing, cook- 
ing, serving, distributing, sale, spoilage, 
decay, deterioration or storage which has 
rendered the same unfit, undesirable, or 
unacceptable for sale or distribution for 
human consumption. 


7. On the Site Disposal. Means the dis- 
posal within the premises by approved 
methods or system of any food waste pro- 
duced, stored or developed therein. 


(8) Person. Means any natural person, 
firm, co-partnership, association, or a cor- 
poration, its officers, directors and man- 
ager, and their legal successors. 


Section 16-17.2. New and Remodeled 
Structures to have Disposal Equipment. 


Structures erected in the City after De- 
cember 1, 1960, designed arranged or in- 
tended to be used for purposes which cause, 
result in, produce, store or develop food 
wastes, and all structures converted or al- 
tered for such purposes, shall provide ap- 
proved food waste disposal equipment for 
such purposes within the premises thereof. 
It shall be unlawful for any person to use, 
permit or cause to be used any such struc- 
ture that does not conform to the provi- 
sions of this section. Building permits 
shall not be issued unless there be on file 
with the Department plans and specifica- 
tions calling for the installation of ap- 
proved food waste disposal equipment. 


Section 16-17.3. Department of Public 
Service to Enforce. 


The Department of Public Service, 
through its officers, inspectors, or em- 
eres. shall enforce the provisions of this 
article. 


Section 16-17.4. Installation, operation, 
etc. to comply with all ordinances. 


The installation, operation, and mainte- 
nance of any equipment or method to be 
used for on-the-site disopsal of food wastes, 
shall comply with the applicable provisions 
and regulations of the building, housing, 
plumbing, electrical, smoke abatement, air 
pollution, safety engineering, health, sani- 
tation, and fire ordinances of the City. 


Section 16-17.5. Director to have list of 
Approved Equipment. 


The Director of Public Service shall have 
on file in the Department, a list of ap- 
proved food waste disposal equipment. 
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Section 16-17.6. Penalties. 


Any person who shall refuse or neglect 
to dispose of food wastes, as provided in 
sections 16-17.1 through 16-17.5 shall be 
subject to punishment as provided in sec- 
tion 1-8 of this code. Offenses committed 
on separate days shall be deemed to be 
separate offenses and punishable as such 
as provided in section 1-8 of this code. 


Section 2. All ordinances or parts of 
ordinances inconsistent with the provisions 
hereof are hereby repealed.

Section 1. That Chapter 16 of the Code 
of Ordinances of the City of Lansing, 
Michigan, be amended by adding a new 
article to be numbered IV and by adding 
sections numbered 16-28 through 16-31 to 
read as follows: 


ARTICLE IV. 
DISPOSAL OF RUBBISH 


Sec. 16-28. Definitions. 


The following words and phrases as de- 
fined in this article when used therein shall, 
for the purpose of this article, have the 
following meanings respectively ascribed 
to them: 


(1) Rubbish is  non-putrescible solid 
wastes, consisting of both combustible and 
non-combustible wastes, such as paper, 
cardboard, tin cans, yard clippings, wood, 
i bedding, crockery and similar mate 
rials. 


(2) Ashes is the residue from the burn- 
ing of wood, coal, coke or other combus- 
tible materials. 


(3) Garbage is putrescible animal and 
vegetable wastes resulting from the han- 
dling, preparation, cooking and consump- 
tion of food. 


(4) Person is any. natural person, firm, 
partnership, association, corporation, com- 
pany or organization of any kind. 


(5) Hazardous wastes shall include, but 
not be limited to, volatile cleaning fluids, 
chemicals, acids, caustics, explosives, poi- 
son drugs and radioactive materials or 
wastes of similar nature. 


(6) Shall is mandatory. May is permis- 
sive. 
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Sec. 16-29. Disposal Area(s). 


The City of Lansing may establish a rub- 
bish disposal area or areas as may be re- 
quired for the disposal of rubbish exclud- 
ing all garbage, hot ashes, and hazardous 
wastes. 


The operation of the disposal area(s) 
shall be under the Board of Public Service. 
The Board shall have the power to make 
such rules and regulations for the opera- 
tion of the disposal area(s) as may be nec- 
essary to maintain the area(s) in a safe 
and sanitary condition and to _ establish 
such fees or charges for the use of the dis- 
posal area(s) as it may deem necessary and 
proper. Such rules, regulations, fees or 
charges shall have the approval by resolu- 
tion of the City Council before such rules, 
regulations, fees or charges before effec- 
tive. 


Sec. 16-30. Disposal at Other Areas. 


This article shall not prohibit the persons 
actually producing rubbish, or the persons 
owning the premises upon which rubbish 
has collected, from disposing of the rubbish 
at some place other than the City disposal 
area(s), providing that such persons or 
haulers comply with the provisions of this 
article and/or other provisions of the Code 
of City of Lansing governing such dis- 
posal. 


See. 16-31. Penalties. 


Any person who shall refuse or negleci 
to dispose of rubbish, as provided in sec- 
tions 16-28 through 16-30 shall be subject 
to punishment as provided in section 1-8 
of this code. Offenses committed on sepa- 
rate days shall be deemed to be separate 
offenses and punishable as such as provided 
in section 1-8 of this code. 


Section 2. All ordinance or parts of 
ordinances inconsistent with the provisions 
hereof are hereby repealed.

Gentlemen: 


I would like to take this opportunity to 
bring to your attention the provisions of 
Chapter 14 of the City Charter entitled 
“Contracts.” 


According to Section 14.2, the City Coun- 
cil shall establish by ordinance the pro- 
cedures for the purchase and sale of per- 
sonal property under the direction of the 
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Division. of Purchasing or the’ proper’ De- 
partment Head. This Ordinance shall pro- 
vide the dollar limit within which purchases 
of personal property may be made without 
the necessity of securing competitive bids, 
and the dollar limit within which purchases 
may be made without the necessity of Coun- 
cil ‘approval. 


Chapter 14 further states that each con- 
tract for public improvéments or for sup- 
plies or materials shall be let on the lowest 
and best bid. All bids shall. be opened in 
public, in the Council Room by the Admin- 
istrative Assistant to the Mayor or the 
Purchasing Officer at the time designated 
in the notice of letting and shall be report- 
ed by him to the Council at its next meet- 
ing. 


Several months ago, after a great deal 
of research, I introduced an ordinance E8= 
tablishing a Division of Purchases in the 
Finance Department of the ar, of Lan- 
sing. 


At the time I introduced this ordinance, 
I pointed out that nearly one-third of our 
expenditures for current operations are 
made for procuring the supplies, materials, 
equipment, and contractural services neces- 
sary to carry on our various activities and 
also by the installation of sound procure- 
ment methods, which centralized purchas- 
ing stands for, can bring savings of not 
less than 15 percent to the City. 


Modern centralized purchasing embodies: 


(1) Centralization of authority over pur- 
chases 


(2) Employment of competent purchas- 
ing personnel 


(3) Consolidation of requirements into 
bulk purchases in order to obtain 
quantity prices 


(4) Stimulation of competitive bidding 
to reduce prices 


(5) Centralized control over supplies in 
storerooms and warehouses 


(6) Centralized control over excess, obso- 
lete and salvage goods 


(7) Market analysis, assuring purchases 
veer market conditions are favor- 
able 


(8) Prompt payment of all bills, thereby 
earning cash discounts 


(9) Transfer of usable supplies from one 
using agency to another. 


Most recent data available shows that 
over 85% of United States cities having a 
population range of 100,000 to 250,000 have 
centralized purchasing systems. 


It is strongly recommended that the at- 
tached policy pertaining to establishing the 
procedures for the purchase and sale of 
personal property be adopted by the City 
Council until the adoption of an Ordinance 
Establishing a Division of Purchases in the 
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Finance Department of the City of Lan- 
sing.

The following ordinance was introduced 
by Councilman Belen, read a first and sec- 
ond time by its title and referred to Com- 
mittee on Ordinances. 


ORDINANCE NO... 


AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF 
LANSING, MICHIGAN, PROVIDING 
THAT THE CODE OF ORDINANCES, 
CITY OF LANSING, MICHIGAN, BE 
AMENDED BY REVISING SECTION 28- 
19 OF SAID CODE; PROVIDING THAT: 


Every corrected assessment, so ratified 
and confirmed by the City Council as afore- 
said, shall be final and conclusive. Within 
ten days after such assessment shall have 
been ratified the mayor shall affix to such 
assessment and tax roll his warrant for 
the collection thereof, which warrant shall 
direct the city treasurer to collect the 
same on or before the last day of such 
month as shall be prescribed by the resolu- 
tion of the city council, which time shall 
not be less than forty days, and such 
assessment and tax roll, with the warrant 
of the mayor so annexed, shall be deliv- 
ered to the treasurer within five days 
after such warrant shall be annexed to 
such roll. 


The treasurer shall thereupon be auth- 
orized to levy and collect the same by dis- 
tress and sale of any personal property in 
possession of the person chargeable with 
such tax. Provided, if a majority of the 
resident taxpayers owning property in any 
paving or sewer district wherein any pav- 
ing. or sewer shall have been ordered pur- 
suant to the provisions of this article and 
liable for taxation for any such paving or 
sewer, shall, prior to the order of the city 
council directing the mayor to attach his 
warrant to such tax roll for the collection 
of such taxes, petition the city council for 
an extension of time of payment of such 
taxes, it shall be within the power of the 
city council by resolution to extend the 
time of payment of any such special assess- 
ment so that the same may be levied, col- 
lected and paid in three, five or ten in- 
stallments, as shall be determined by the 
city council in such resolution. 


If such special assessment be divided in 
three installments, one-third, as near as 
may .be, shall be levied by the assessor of 
the city upon the next succeeding tax roll, 
one-third in one year, and one-third in 
two years thereafter. 


If such special assessment shall be divid- 
ed into five installments, one-fifth, as near 
as may be, shall be levied by the assessor 
upon the next succeeding tax roll, one-fifth 
in one year, one-fifth in two years, one- 
fifth in three years, and one-fifth in four 
years thereafter.

1. The Rubbish Disposal Area shall be 
open from 8:00 A.M. to 5:00 P.M., E.S.T., 
Monday through Friday and on Saturday 
from 8:00 A.M. to 12:00 Noon. The area 
will be closed on Sundays and the follow- 
ing holidays: . 


New Year’s Day—January 1 
Memorial Day—May 30 

Independence Day—July 4 

Labor Day—l1st Monday in September 
Veterans’ Day—November 11 


Thanksgiving Day—4th Thursday of 
November 


Christmas Day—December 25 


When the authorized holiday falls on 
Saturday or Sunday the following Monday 
shall be observed as the authorized holiday. 


2. All persons using the disposal area 
shall conduct themselves in a decent and 
orderly manner and follow the directions of 
the disposal area supervisor as to the 
proper point to dump rubbish and the 
routes to be followed.

9. All vehicles licensed by the City of 
Lansing to haul rubbish shall have the 
rated capacity clearly shown on the oper- 
ator’s side of the vehicle. This capacity 
shall be certified by the City of Lansing 
Sealer of Weights and Measures. 


10. Fees charged are intended in part 
to cover the cost of acquiring, operating 
and maintaining a disposal area and are 
not to be construed as a charge for a 
license to dump nor as insurance against 
possible damage to persons or property. 
Persons using a disposal facility, do so at 
their peril. The City of Lansing will not 
take responsibility or assume liability for 
any damage or injury to persons or prop- 
erty of any kind or nature whatsoever in 
a disposal area.

At its meeting of November 16, 1960 the 
Civic Center Board considered the prob- 
lem of kitchen equipment shortages and 


breakage, and their possible replenishment. 


Out of a total investment of approxi- 
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mately $8,000 in such equipment (dishes, 
silverware, glassware, etc.), there is now a 
shortage which would cost $2,618.74 to re- 
place. Because of the multiple caterer sys- 
tem in operation, the many irregular hours 
when the caterer’s personnel are in the 
building, the confusion of caterer’s bring- 
ing in their own equipment to supplement 
that of the Civic Center, it has been impos- 
ible to better control such shortages. 


It is the opinion of the Board that this 
again indicates the sore need for the initi- 
ation of a one-caterer system where the 
responsibility can be determined and dis- 
charged. 


Under the circumstances, we do not 
recommend the replacement of the defi- 
ciency in our inventory of such equipment.

The Traffic Board wishes to inform City 
Council that it is not in full accord with 
the Trunkline plan of the City Planning 
Board that has been submitted to the 
Planning Division of the State Highway 
Department. 


The Board is greatly concerned about 
the problems involved in the safe and 
efficient movement of traffic over some of 
the routes proposed and is concerned about 
the deletion of some of the needed routes. 
It is realized that there is need for quick 
action to prepare for new traffic patterns 
that will be set up by the new Interstate 
By-pass. However, the Board will not be 
stampeded into approving a plan it feels is 
not realistic and will not adequately han- 
dle the anticipated traffic. 


The original plan submitted by the Plan- 
ning Division of the State Highway De- 
partment was more in accord with the 
thinking of the Board of Public Service 
and the Traffic Board. However, this orig- 
inal plan was changed at the request of 
the local planners. Even with these 
changes the plan did not seem to be ac- 
ceptable and the present plan has been 
submitted as the most desirable plan for 
the City. A joint meeting between the 
three Boards to discuss this plan had lit- 
tle effect on the final decision. 


It seems illogical that one Board, which 
has nothing to do with the operation of 
traffic, should have the entire and final 
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decision as to what streets should be used 
and where trunklines within the City 
should be located. This should be a matter 
of joint decision by the Board of Public 
Service, the City Planning Board and the 
Traffic Board. 


The Traffic Board respectfully suggests 
that the Recommended Trunkline Plan be 
given thorough study.

Some _ vehicular 
operators fail to see signals when 
normally installed at intersections. 


6. When the street is full of vehicles, 
which frequently occurs, a mid-block 
crosswalk would be blocked by vehi- 
cles and pedestrians would have to go 
between vehicles in the crosswalk. 


7. ‘The ramp location should attract 
more vehicles to this street. 


8. More vehicles would be encouraged to 
use the alley between Allegan and 
Washtenaw. This alley is used by 
trucks making deliveries and at times 
is blocked. 


A lot can be presumed in connection 
with the new parking ramp, but the 
Board feels that as problems arise, if they 
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arise, steps can be taken to solve these 
problems.

In compliance with your request and that 
of the Air Pollution Board I am reporting 
to you on the findings in the neighborhood 
of the School for the Blind. These findings 


are based on observations, hearsay and 
experimentations. 


DECEMBER 12, 1960 


1. I have been in the area at least 12 
times since receiving your letter and I have 
not seen any violation by the School. 


2. During the times that I was in the 
area many neighbors talked to me and in- 
formed me that since the article in the 
paper the school has been no problem. In 
fact, I had difficulty getting anybody south- 
east of the School to cooperate in allowing 
me aa set up a fall-out station in their 
yard. 


3. Two fall-out stations were set up, one 
on Roosevelt Street which is northwest of 
the School and one on Brook Street which 
is southeast of the School. The majority of 
complaints have come from northwest of 
the School. The fall-out there was 88.3 
micrograms per cubic meter. Southeast of 
the School the fall-out was 130 micrograms 
per cubic meter. In both instances it was 
quite evident that the local incineration 
played a large part because the particle 
size and nature did not conform with the 
ejection from the School. In any event both 
of these readings were below the readings 
we are getting in the National Air Sam- 
pling Survey on the top of the Central Fire 
Station. . 


I would like to call your attention to the 
fact that in the last report on the United 
States Public Health Service in Cincinnati 
we were informed that our city was one 
of the cleanest cities of its size in the 
United States. This does not preclude the 
request by the Board that the School of 
the Blind give full consideration to the 
setting up of a steam generator of proper 
size, either oil or gas fired, to handle the 
late spring, summer and early fall loads. 
The Board’s report to the Council was 
based on summer operation and we can 
assure you that the operation of their pres- 
ent equipment at one-tenth load, regard- 
less of their control equipment, is going 
to give us difficulty in this area. 


I am sorry for the delay in the report 
but securing equipment, weather conditions, 
etc., did not make it possible for me to 
report to you before November 25.

RE: Complaint about lighting of parking 
area, 1218 W. Willow St. 


Dear Mr. Murninghan: 


The flood lights which are being used to 
light this parking area have an unusual 
spread of light and for this reason these 
lights are not practical to use for the 
purpose of lighting a given area without 
spreading over surrounding properties. 


Section 36-41. (5) of the Zoning Ordi- 
nance provides for adequate lighting for 
the “J’’ parking areas but the ordinance 
does not prohibit excessive lighting that 
might be offensive to the surrounding prop- 
erties, therefore this condition can not be 
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considered a zoning violation. For this rea- 
son, I would be exceeding my authority if 
I directed the owners to eliminate this 
condition. 


Because there are flood lights available 
that confine their effectiveness to a limited 
area, it seems that it would be reasonable 
to have a provision in the ‘“J’’ Parking 
district that would prohibit the use of ex- 
cessive lighting which might be obnoxious 
or offensive to surrounding properties by 
reason of the projection of any light from 
these parking areas. 


We will probably have more complaints 
similar to this one because of the increas- 
ing number of Laundromats which operate 
on a tweny-four hour schedule and are 
quite often located near residential areas. 

This suggestion is made in the hope that 
this potential nuisance can be deemed a 
zoning violation thereby providing a meth- 
od of control before it gets out of hand.
